The idea of discovering a cure 
he call3d "absurd," but ho added 
that "if there is to bo any sub-

cancer, it must be either 
from prevention or from tho dis- 
covery 
of

brand new agent

Entrance into the workshop re- 


minds us of the many useful ar- 
ticles that we had made in 
the 


past, and reminds us of a number 
of difficult problems that we will 
be called upon to solve during the 
course of another year of wood- 
work. 
Two major problems 
al- 


ways confront us, first to decide 
what articles to make and then 
how to finance them. 


We have simplified tlie 
first 


problem by adding to our handi- 
craft library a collection of inval- 
uable 
books, 
namely 
catalogs 


from mail order companies. Mem- 
bers glance through the various 
catalogs and choose the 
articles 


they wish to make. The next job 
is that of making a sketch or plan 
of the article we have .'chosen in 
order to be ablu to estimate the 
cost of the lumber required. Af- 
ter tho plan is approved by 'our 
club leafier, we are ready to or- 
der, or to purchase our lumber. ; 


Knowing 
approximately 
how 


much lumber we will require for 
the year's work in handicraft, we 
hold a meeting and pool our ideas 
about various methods for raising 
enough money. 


Our club leader has been 
in- 


strumental in .securing for us a 
number of odd repair jobs from 
tho 
board 
of" education. 
Home 


of the jobs wero building and re- 
pairing fences around schoolyards, 
constructing flagpoles. 
pruning 


shade 
trees. 
making 
bulletin 


boards, 
framing 
pictures 
for 


schools, repairing toilets, clean- 
ing and oiling floors, assembling 
school desks. 
constructing 
our 


handicraft shop 
and 
supplying 


some schools with fuel wood. 


The task of furnishing 
some 


schools with firewood was a dis- 
couraging one. but 
nevertheless 


it is the surest method of secur- 
ing adequate funds. 
Last1 year 


our club of sixteen members real- 
ized one hundred and thirty-mno 
dollar» ,froni| the job.
